'WASHINGTON,' April 22.—The Noyea- 


Itockwell contest election case occupied 
the house today. The Democratic presi- 
dential nomination ia thought to bo con- 
cealed behind the legal question, and 
the vote, it is eaid, indicates that the 
niucri talked oi western inau may come 
to tbe front. 


Fellows ol New York favored Kock- 


ivell. Cock ran of New York favored 
neither and referred to the political im- 
broglio except by iuueado, bat O'Ftrrall 
of Virginia announced hiineelf aa a stal- 
wart Cleveland man. Ho was- raptur- 
ously applauded, but failed to carry the 
boiiEG with him, only thirty-moo mem- 
bers recording themselves in favor of tho 
contest. 


The chasm between Cleveland and 


Hill seems to be more than ever without 
the prospect of a plaiik to bridge it. 


O'Ferrall closed the argument iu favor 


of Noyes. The question recurred oil the 
resolutions of tbo minority, declaring 
Noyes not elected, which was carried— 
140 to 98—tbirty-nine Democrats voting 
to GustsuD tbo report of tbe majority. 


Thero was no break in the Kepublicao 


ranks. 


The second substitute, declaring Rock- 


well entitled to the seat, was agreed to— 
123 to 10(5— and Rockwell retains the 
seat. 


SILVER LEGISLATION. 


No Abatement ia Interest on the 


Question. 


WASHINGTON, April 22.—It IB ascer- 


tained from members of congress who 
attended the meetings of tho national 
silver committee last night that tho in- 
terest and demand for silver legislation 
by this congress shows no abatement! 
and tbe hope ia expressed that eoino 
action might yet be taken by congress on 
the Bland bill or eome other measure for 
tbe full remonfjtization of silver. 


Tht) question of an international mon- 


etary conference was only incidentally 
mentioned, aa no confidence la felt 
among free coinage men in tho outcome. 
No expression on the part of those" pres- 
ent that coald be interpreted aa favoring 
the 
immediate formation of a third 


party as suggested heretofore. 


A number declared that they would 


not vote for a presidential candidate who 
was against freo coinage. 


The Bi-motalHc IOBRUO was a topic of 


much discussion and there was a general 
impression that euch a league should bo 
formed.

bad one. Ho then commented on Uio 
corrospondoDco regarding Blair's rejec- 
tion.

Jations, looked upon tho house bill as a 
rank', radical, unblushing, unmitigated 
repudiation of every treaty obllRaUou 
remaining between tho United States 
and China. Davis took occasion in the 
course ol bis speech to denounce tho 
Cahensly proposition submitted to the 
nopo last year.
